Minion Girly. 
Simon Girty was the wickedest white 
man 4>f the early period of the history 
of the Ohio valley. Iii 1777, Fort Hen­ 
ry, which was situated on the Olm* 
river near Wheeling, and garrisoned by 
42 men, was suddeny attacked by Girt} 
with a force of 500 Indians. He succeed­ 
ed in ambuscading aud slaughtering JIO 
of the garrison, leaving but 12 to defend 
tim fort 
Among the women was young 
Elizabeth /ane, ti beautiful girl of 17. 
The 12 soldiers, commanded by Colonel 
Shepard, were 
good marksmen, and, 
ktmwing that surrender meant death for 
their wives and children, as wvll as for 
themselves, they resolved to tight to Hie 
last. It was not long before the small 
stock of p4>waler iii the fort was almost 
4‘xhausteil. In despair the Colonel call- 
4*d his brave little band together, and 
told them that at a house some OO yards 
4Mitsidi* the fort which their enemies had 
not dared approach, there was a keg < »f 
guni>owaler. 
Whoever should try to 
bring it into the fort would be iii peril of 
his* life faom the Indians. He called 
for volunteers, und 3 or! men responded, 
but only 4me could In? spared. 
While 
tliey were generously disputing among 
themselves for the perilous errand, Eliza­ 
beth Zatie approached the Colonel aud 
bogged that sin* might In? allowed to for 
the powder. Her request was promptly 
refused, but she persisted, and it was 
finally agreed that she should make the 
first trial. When all was ready the gate 
opened and Elizabeth walked rapidly 
across the open space toward the house 
where the po waler was stored. Those in 
the fort could plainly see that the eyes 
4>f the Indians were upon her, but either 
from curiosity or mercy they allowed 
her to pass safely and enter the house. 
Her friends drew a breath of relief, and 
watching even more anxiously for her 
reappearance, saw lier come out soon 
bearing the po waler in a table cloth, tied 
aromal her waist. By thin time the I11- 
ciiuHM snspeeteil lier burden, and in a 
moment more, as she was hastening to­ 
ward tile fort, they sent after her a show­ 
er 4>f bullets and arrows. They all, how­ 
ever, whistled by her harmless, aud she 
sped on witli her treasure through the 
deadly missiles, until at last she bore it 
in triumph inside the gate. By the aid 
of the powder and the enthusiastic cour­ 
age which Elizabeth’s self-sacrifice in­ 
spired, the little garrison was enabled to 
hold out until relief came to them. And 
so through the noble act of a young girl 
saved the lives 4>f all within the fort, and 
vanquished its 500 dusky assailants. The

Kusrs and Mats. 
A lady writing to an exchange says: 
•‘ There is something very alluring in 
the occupation of faney work: and it is 
frequently tl»e ease that, iu the exces­ 
sive devotion to it shown by some 
women, other aud more necessary work. 
is neglected. 
The old adage of “ a 
stitch in tim*"*' is ignored or forgotten 
ill the delight of fashioning shaving 
cases, hair receivers, and the hundred 
and one little knick-nacks which can 
be made of worsted, perforated board, 
lieads ami ribbon. 
And thus it happens 
that the pile of mending in the work- 
basket grows higher aiel higher every 
week, until it is almost a bugbear, and 
the family are grumbling over button­ 
less shirts and ragged stockings. 
It 
take< an unusual power of self-denial to 
put away the pretty fancy things and 
bend over the t(‘.lions work of repairing 
frayed -birt bands and darning the in­ 
evitable holes, which seem to delight in 
making their appearance in the sticks 
aud stockings week after week. Messed 
is the woman who has an oid-iuaid sis­ 
ter. or aunt, or energetic grandmother, 
who delights in “ keeping the mending 
under.M 
In a large family the weekly 
mending is a day's hard, unremitting 
work. and if put by wreck after week, 
while the w ife and mother is ensnared 
by the charms of fancy work, w ill be­ 
come a formidable undertaking, 
of 
which she ran uever think without a 
sigil. 
Unwelcome memories off neglect­ 
ed garments w ill haunt her otherwise 
peaceful hours. 
For these reasons the 
busy housekeeper should let fancy work 
severely alone; but Hie woman on whose 
hands time hangs heavily without em­ 
ployment can bud in it recreation and 
interest. 
Bedrooms adorned with splint bas­ 
kets of ferns, hair receivers, match 
safes, hairpin holders, and other fancy 
articles made of beads, worsted and 
uphills look pretty, aud tasteful, and 
evince the skill of the housekeeper. 
But there are oilier kinds of fancywork 
which are, perhaps, more useful if not 
so ornamental. 
I refer to rugs and 
mats, without which no house, in city 
or country, eau Im? complete. 
I saw, w hile on a visit to a friend a 
short time since, a mat which was both 
useful and ornamental. 
It was made 
on a foundation of white, a circular 
piece about forty inches across; in the 
center was a small, round piece of 
black broadcloth, two inches across, on 
this was another piece, smaller, of scar­ 
let, and about that a still smaller one 
of green. 
Surrounding this center­ 
piece were six round pieces of the same 
kind, black the foundation of all. blit 
the other pieces of various colors, all 
touching the center-piece; round these 
were more circles, until the whole rug 
was covered, save these small triangular 
openings between the circles. 
Another rug, made iii the same way, 
had the smaller pieces of red in differ­ 
ent shades. 
The foundation was of 
Canton flannel, the border of black 
cloth pinked on the edge, and the lin­ 
ing was o'! coarse sacking. 
My friend has made herself, also, a 
cover for lier piano stool, of black 
broadcloth foundation, covered with 
red circles of different shades and the 
border of black ribbon plaited on. 
I once made a braided mat, after a 
pattern given me by an old lady whose 
slender lingers were never idle. 
It was 
cd black, gray, red aud green cloth, 
each color braided separately aud then 
joined bv sewing with stout cotton. 
It 
was a rug which lasted a long time, 
though not remarkable for beauty. 
Very handsome rugs can be made of 
burlap 
canvas at small cost. 
The 
piece of canvas must lie fastened to a 
alout frame of tile desired size for the 
rug, and then narrow strips of red, 
green and gray flannel can be “ drawn 
in,” in any pattern desired. 
The bor­ 
der should be of solid color—gray is tho 
prettiest, and is a neat finish. 
Loops 
must be left on the surface and the 
w hole carefully trimmed off when the 
pattern is complete. 
If one whishes to ha\c a more expen­ 
sive rug and purchases the material. 
Turkish toweling will be found capa­ 
ble of great ornamentation. 
Pieces of 
cloth or velvet can be cut into leaves 
from cretonne aud stitch them on. 
It 
is not best to cut each leaf separately, 
for the effect is better if a large cluster 
Is laid on aud veins made in Hie leaves 
of bright, heavy silk. 
Unbleached cotton makes an excellent 
foundation for rugs, looking well when 
combined with the scarlet and green of 
the flowers and leaves cut from flannel. 
Veins can be worked in the leaves with 
black silk and the effect is very pretty. 
Of course all these rugs require a heavy 
lining. 
Coffee sack crash makes durable rugs 
which, if worked in scarlet, will stand 
many washings before looking shabby. 
It should be raveled two or three 
inches deep, if fringe is wanted and 
worked with Berlin wool in any pattern 
which the maker likes, the stitch being 
the same as that used on common can­ 
vas. 
I recently saw' a novel work-basket 
crocheted of coarse knitting cotton. 
It 
was shafted upon an earthen dish, 
starched stiff, stretched over the dish 
and put in the oven until baked hard. 
It will come out perfectly molded, 
aud can then be varnished with shellac. 
Of course the closer the crochet work 
the better, and bows of bright ribbon 
give a pretty effect. 
This is a good 
wav to make covers which go upon 
dishes that must be carried from the 
oven to the table. 
They are frequently 
burnt and unsightly, but a neat white 
or varnish cover of this sort will con­ 
ceal all defects made bv the oven. 


it lilies Mountain. 
The people of Charlotte and its viciui 
j tv, an I. indeed, of alt the upper coun­ 
ties of the Carol inns and northwestern 
Georgia, recently joined in celebrating 
the hundredth anniversary of the battle 
rd King s Mountain, fought the 7th of 
October, 1780. 
King's Mountain was. with the ex­ 
ception of the gallant repul-e of the 
lleet of Sir Peter Parker from Charles­ 
ton Harbor, in June, I "TG. the first vic­ 
tory of importance gained 
by the 
colonial forces at the South during a 
war W'hieh had been going on for five 
years and a half. In tile w inter of 1778 
the British oveiran Georgia and H on­ 
da aud captured Savannah, which they 
held to the close of hostilities. 
The 
following spring at Brier Creek on the 
Savannah, tin? Southern troops under 
Lincoln were lM*aten by the British 
General Provost and lost about two 
thousand 
men. 
in June Provost 
defeated 
them 
again 
at 
Stony 
Ferry, 
near Charleston. 
In Octo­ 
ber an 
at tempt 
of 
the combined 
French and American farces to capture 
Savannah was repulsed with a vigor 
that broke the attacking army to frag­ 
ments. 
Pulaski being among the slain. 
iii May, 1780, Sir Henry Clinton be­ 
sieged and captured Charleston, making 
prisoners its O.OJU defenders, and tak­ 
ing Iou ca i mon "and all its provisions and 
stores. 
Then Im* overran South Caro­ 
lina as lie had Georgia and Florida. 
The entire Southern army having thus 
disappeared, except for a few hundred 
partisan rangers limier Marian and 
Sumter, ensconced 
in 
the swamps. 
Washington sent another army to the 
rescue, composed of most of his Mary­ 
land, Delaware and Virginia troops, 
under Gates: wits had the prestige of 
Saratoga to help him. Cornwallis, with 
an inferior force, met Gates' army at 
Camden, in South Carolina and routed 
it.Such was th»T prelude of 
King s 
Mountain. 
During two years the pat­ 
riot forces at the South had been defeat­ 
ed wherever they appeared in the field, 
except, perhaps, in minor skirmishes. 
Two armies, the army of Lincoln and 
the. army of Gates, had been destroyed; 
all the chief cities were in the bauds of 
the British, and as much of the interior 
as they' chose to occupy. Cornwallis 
found nothing more to do with his 
troops except to invade North Carolina, 
and deliver it into the hands of the 
Tories. 
While executing this purpose 
he detached Major Ferguson, with a 
force of about I ‘Jo men, iii advance, on 
the same errand. 
But iii arousing the 
loyalists of the mountain region Corn 
Wallis more effect ually aroused the 
patriots. 
The latter collected from all 
quarters, to the number of about two 
thousand, and the best armed and best 
mounted half of these undertook to in­ 
tercept Ferguson. 
Alarmed at tho up 
risiug that officer was hastening Lo re­ 
join Cornwallis, 
who had ooci^'umI 
Chal lo te* iu North ( 'arolia*. 
Ferguson was overtaken at King s 
Mountain, an eminence iii South Caro­ 
lina close to the northern border. 
Ile 
nad now something over a thousand 
men with him, mostly recruits from the 
loyalist inhabitants. 
These latter seem 
to have been of little assistance to him, 
ami iii a few hours'fighting on the after­ 
noon of October 7, 1780, nearly tin 
whole body was surrounded and cap­ 
tured. aboil! l ‘» * of them being killed 
or wounded. 
The American loss was 
twenty-eight killed and sixty wounded. 
Tile action at King's Mountain, then, 
was an engagement of a secondary o r­ 
der, the cutting oil of a detached body 
aud not a pitched battle of main armies. 
Nevertheless it had a vast effect on the 
conduct of affairs in tin* Carolinas. 
It 
gave a check to that Tory enlistment 
which was going on with rapidity and 
threatened to swamp the patriot cause 
at the South. 
It caused the postpone­ 
ment of Cornwallis' plans in North 
Carolina. 
It aroused tin* mountain re­ 
gion^ to take part Iii tho conflict which 
had now been brought to their neigh- 
borhood. 
Above all, it was the first 
success at the South afteryears of uni­ 
form disaster. —AVre York Sun.

I will not thrive on rough, trashy, or half* 
j worked land. 
If the land is very dry 
it must be harrowed, rolled and har- 
! rowed again, until every clod is crushed 
* and tilt' sod torn to atoms. 
I sonie- 
[ times use a clod crusher made of two 
poles, six to ten inches in diameter 
anti twelve to sixteen feet long, fast­ 
ened close together with three or four 
cross pieces. 
With a team hitched to 
each end of this, a man can tiften <lo 
more effective work than with roller 
and harrows. 
Should the land he 
damp it can generally he got into prop­ 
er condition with tin* harrow alone. 
The soil should lit* loose and tineas pow- 
tier thrt*i» inches dee]), aud lirm and 
solid beneath that. 
lf the land Is properly prepared, Hie 
|K)int of the drill will run about two 
ami a half t»r three inches deep, anti as 
smooth ami steady as a hot knife 
through butter. 
The little ridges on 
each side of the drill-mark are tin* chief 
protection of the plant against being 
thrown t>ut by repeatetl freezing and 
thawing in winter; consequently great 
care s h o u ld bi* takt»n not to run any­ 
thing over the land alter the drill that 
will crush or level them down. 
I have 
seen wheat that was harrowetl after 
being tlrilled that harvcstcil tmly six 
bushels per acre: when closeil alongside 
of it was another piece, tirilletl at the 
same time, that yielded twenty-six 
bushels per acre. 
Three years ago a great deal of wheat 
was kilU*<l In* the severest weather we 
have ever known. 
A hard freeze of a 
few tiays was followed by a thaw, aud 
then a rain, which was followed by an­ 
other liartl freeze. 
This was repeated 
seven or eight times iii succession. All 
wheat sown broadcast, and that drilled 
on rough trashy ground was thrown and 
washed entirely out and killeit. 
Wheat 
drilled on well-prenared 
land 
was 
raised over half an inch; hut being in 
the 
little hollows—the drili-marks— 
and the land being mellow* and free 
from trash, the rains would wash tho 
earth down upon the exposed roots, and 
thtnigh we supposed it would be ruilied, 
it weathered the stiirin aud yielded 
eighteen bushels j>er acre. 
Long experience with wheat and 
tdose observation has taught me: 
I. 
That no coarse or heavy green manures 
A.*au he usetl to ail vantage on wheat, un­ 
less applied aud plowed under two or 
three months bitore acini iug- time; "J. 
That line concentre cd manures applieti 
on old land at the time t»f seeding will 
greatly increase the yield and quality, 
ami prove rn good investment; .‘J. That 
it is better to sow wheat late, or not 
sow* it at all, than to sow* it on rou<jh, 
trashy or unprepared land; 4. That with 
thorough preparation of land, careful 
selection and cleaning of seed, ami 
proper aud seasonable sow iug, a good 
variety of wheat will not deteriorate in 
quality or quantity within ten years' 
tinm, aud that it is Ame t>f the surest 
and best payiug crops a farmer eau 
grow. — Cur. 'Examiner nu I ('hi'tintac.

H ie bread in the south t>f Spain is 
delicious; it is wife as *now\ close as 
cake, and yet very light; the lltmr is 
iimst admirable, for tile wheat is good 
and pure, ami tilt* bread well kneaded. 
The wav they make this bread is as fol­ 
lows: 
Trout large, long panniers lilied 
with wheat they take out a handful at 
a time, sorting it most carefully ami 
expeditiously, and throwing every de­ 
fect ive grain into another basket. This 
done, the wheat is groom! between two 
circular stones, as it was ground iii 
Kgypt two thousand years ago, tho 
requisite rid ary motion being given by 
a blindfolded mule, which paces amu ml 
aud around with untiring patience, a 
bell being attached to his ntnrk, which, 
as lung as he is in movement, tinkles 
on; and w hen it st »ps he is urged to his 
duty by the -bout of “ arm inuit'' from 
someone within hearing. Whengrouiid, 
the wheat is sifted through thret* sieves, 
the last of these being so line that only 
the pure dour can pass through it; this 
is of a pale apricot color. 
The bread is 
made in the evening. 
It is mixed with 
.sufficient water, xx ii Ii a little -alt in it, 
to make into ih«ugh: a very small 
quantity Alf leaven or yeast in one batch 
of household bread, as iii Spain, would 
last a week for the six or eight ilonkey 
loads Alf bread they semi every Alay 
from their oven. 
The dough made, it 
is put into sacks ami earned on the 
donkA*ys' backs to the ayvcii iii tin* cen­ 
ter A>f the village, to bake it immediate­ 
ly after kneading. 
On arriving there 
the dough is divided into portions 
weighing three pounds Abacli.

long, narrow wooden tables on trestles 
aro then placA*xl down in th • room, and 
a curious 
iglu ^ may be seem 
About 
twamty men, bakers, come iii and range 
themselves ahi olm sub* of the table. 
A 
lump of dough is handed Ia> the nearest, 
which he begins kneading and knock­ 
ing about with all his might for about 
three Air four minutes; an I then passes 
it on to his neighbor, who cloes the 
same*. an«l so oil suceessiwlv until all 
have kneaded it. when it becomes as 
soft as new* putty aud ready for the 
oven. 
Of colline, as soon as the first. 
baker has handed the fir>t lump to his 
neighbor, another lump is given to him, 
and so ahi until the whole quantity cif 
dough is kneaded by them all. 
'The 
bakers' xx1va.*s and daughters shape the 
loaves for the oven, and some of them 
are very small. 
They are baked ini- 
rn cd lately. — Eichu nge.
